His cosmopolitan associ- 
ates remembered that just as they 
had met Germans wherever they 
traveled, they also met Jews. The 
Nazis early chose the anti-Semitic 
plaUorm because, as Hitler's first 
press 
chief, AdoU-Viktor von 


Kocrbcr put it after he had sep- 
arated from the Fuehrer, "It fur- 
nishes an excellent international 
vehicle. There is a certain meas- 
ure of anti-Semitism in almost 
every country of the world. 3y 
assuming leadership over the aati- 
Scmiiic movement. Hitler intend- 
ed to get his finger into every 
national pic throughout the world. 
And he was right." 


Hitler even deceived his anti- 


Semitic followers. For many years 
a number of Jews held important 
posts in Nazi Germany. 


There is another an^lc to anti- 


Scinitism which the Nazis have 
worked overtime: cupidity. 
By 


promising the small dealer, the 
unsuccessful doctor, that Jewish- 
controlled department stores and 
Jewish doctors would disappear 
under Nazi rule, they won the 
allegiance of the mediocre dealer 
or doctor whether his lack of suc- 
cess had anything to do with Jcw- 
isn competition or not

^ informer in 1919 to leader o:

n parliamentary elections only 
four years later, Hitler had fully 
realized the astonishing power 
that words have over men. With 
Lhis realization came his craving 
'or publicity—for propaganda. He 
seized greedily on the studies of 
asychologists submitted to him in 
uandsbcrg; on them he based his 
mammoth campaigns to win con- 
xol, first of Germany, then of the 
vorld. 


The" psychologists talked much 


ibout the dissatisllcd elements, 
-litlcr knew them well. He him- 
self had been tortured with dis- 
satisfaction in his days of poverty. 
But he knew that conditions other 
han poverty alone bred unhappy 
restlessness. His propaganda must 
reach every dissatisfied person in 
Germany and magnify his frustra- 
ions, whatever the cause. Wom- 
en seemed more brittle, more im- 
aginative than men. Openly the 


zis excluded them from politics, 


covertly they elaborated schemes 
wilh which to exploit women. The 
Nazis had won the lower middle- 
class women of Bavaria by pledg- 
ing to respect the "sanctity of 
family and religious life." 
(Their 


men had succumbed to promises 
of spoils from the future expropri- 
ation of Jews.) In their thorough 
quest 
ot 
dis,s..tii,faction, 
they 


sought out you:ig women artists, 
not quite good enough to succeed 
alone, but glad to listen to men 
who told them of future wealth— 
when the Nazis seized power. 
They went after idle rich women, 
harnessed 
them to their evil- 


smelling cart or .lander ar.d in- 
trigue, and found ttier.i docile ,i:ul 
useful. 


\Y/'HILD some, Nazis lrade<i on 


sentimentality, others delib- 


erately turned men and women 
guilty of. sex irregularities into 
agents for the Nazi cause. The 
fact that many such held high 
posts in Hitler's Party, Captain 
Hochm for example, made the 
Nazis popular with abnormal clc- 
mc.its in other countries. 


Hitler was fully aware flint the 


[ have scon photostats ot letters 
addicssed to Hitler in J923 warn- 
ing him that co-operation with 
Rochm and his clique endangered 
the national cause. Sworn state- 
ments attached to the photostats 
said that Hitler had shrugged off 
the warning as "old shift." 


By 193-1. however, Hitler real- 


ized that Captain Rochm had se- 
cured a dangerous hold on the 
Storm Troops and on many mem- 
bers ot the Party. He knew him- 
self strong enough to come to 
terms with the Rcichswchr lead- 
ers on his own. So he suddenly 
remembered Kochm's misconduct. 
On June 30 ot that same year. 
Hitler personally arrested 
the 


man who had befriended him 
when he was penniless, to whom 
he owed much ot his career, had 
him thrown into jail and executed. 


"OEING convinced that lie hiin- 
•*•* self had strong occult powers. 
Hitler directed the activities ot 
astrologers and fortune tellers as 
Nazi propaganda tools. Soon after 
the Putschists swaggered out ot 
lUnndsbcrg fortress, all sorts of 
small magazines cropped up on 
German newsstands, pur|K>rting to 
reveal the message of the stars, 
forecasting happiness for Ger- 
many, provided, of course, that 
the local Nazi chieftains won 
whatever point they were lighting 
for at the moment. 


Hitler, like the Kaiser, was 


certain that his mission came 
from God. 
He made that quite 


clear in an interview I had with 
him, 
when he stepped forward 


and proclaimed loudly, "My will 
shall bo done." I glanced quickly 
at Hess and Hanfstacngel. both 
of whom stood, near by. 
They 


g:r/cd at Hitler raptly. as though 
indeed the Deity had spoken. Hit- 
ler u-peatcd. "My will shall be 
done," ar.d I had no doubt that 
the sacrilege was deliberate. 


Then he dropped the oracular 


tone and explained very bcnsibly 
just why his will should be done. 
"I have 750,000 men behind me, 
all eternally sworn to me. They 
arc blindly obedient to me," he 
said. "The Republicans arc more 
numerous. But they are divided. 
Therefore I shall be the strong- 
est. My will i'l.Vu be done."'

There are three kinds of pensions 
for war veterans. 


Group one: For those disabled 


in line of dut;,1 there is a pension 
based upon the decree of disabili- 
ty. This could be anything- from 
a stiff wrist or bronchitis to loss 
of an eye or'limb. 


The decree of disaoilily ranj;e.s 


from 10 per cent to 100 per cent 
(total disability). 


These pensions are paid at the 


rate Of 51 per percentage point— 
starting at 10 per cent—plus Jo 
per cent. 


The degree of disaoilit-.' is de- 


termined by a board -A specialists 
within Uie Veterans' Administra- 
tion which pays the pensions.
